W hile m any drive for funds are 
coming at this tim e, no one will 
deny th a t this is one of as mnch im­ 
portance as any th a t have ever been 
inaugurated. T hat rands are needed 
in these unfortunate lands no one 
will deny. The story can be swiftly 
told. 
By massacre, deportation, confisca­ 
tion, and other m ethods of persecu­ 
tion, the Turks have tried to an­ 
nihilate the rion-Turkish population 
of W estern Asia. It is estim ated 
th at of the survivors 4.000,000 Ar­ 
menians, Syrians, Jews, Greeks and 
Persians are destiute. Of this num­ 
ber 400,000 are orphans. 
To say merely th a t they are des­ 
titu te is not enough. Except where 
help from the outside has reached 
them they are dying by hundreds 
every day of starvation and dis­ 
ease. They have no homes and no 
clothing. They exist in hovels and 
caves. They have to fight for sin­ 
gle grains of wheat* they scram ble 
for refuse to eat. th e y have been 
so tortured and they are s o .desper­ 
ate—tom e of them— th a t they have 
dug hum an bodies from their graves 
and eat them . 
~~ 
Nowhere in history is .there a rec­ 
ord of hum an suffering on such a 
scale. 
^ 
Since October, 1915, the American 
Committee for Armenian and Syrian 
Relief (The American Committee for 
Relief in the Near E ast) has been 
the channel of relief for these suf­ 
ferers. Its k territory extends from 
Constantinople to Teheran, and from 
the Caucasus M ountains to Palestine 
and Port Said, in Egypt. 
During the w ar this work neces­ 
sarily was very lim ited, because of 
the 
impossibility 
of 
proper 
com­ 
m unication and the changing m ili­ 
tary and economic conditions, but 
since the signing of the arm istice 
it has been possible to provide re­ 
lief on an extensive scale. 
P rior to December, 1918, the com­ 
mittee distributed relief to a to­ 
tal value of about 19,000,000; its 


most 
effective 
twenty-five 
m inute 
speeches ever heard in Ada. 
Mr. 
Rogers had only forty-five 
m inutes between trains to reach the 
norm al building and deliver the ad­ 
dress he had been invited to deliv­ 
er. But he m anaged to express in 
his lim ited tim e m ore forceful and 
inspiring thoughts than a re often 
heard by a public speaker., 
"I bring you a message from the 
Sleepy Hollow of the past,” said Mr. 
Rogers. “Ten of 
my 
life’s 
best 
years w*ere spent as a teacher, and 
while I have had some success in 
the professional and business world, 
I count those successes as of little 
w orth when compared with w hat 
success I m ay have achieved in the 
school room. You occupy the meet 
im portant and least rewarded posi­ 
tion in society. I am asham ed to 
learn th at the best ward principal 
in the city of Tulsa receives three 
dollars less each month than the 
negro janitor of th e building, who 
also receives his room rent free.” 
That the public has become keen­ 
ly alive to the inadequacy of the 
pay teachers are receiving and will 
take all necessary steps to correct 
the evil w as the assertion of Mr. 
Rogers, abd he urged the teachers 
to be patient and justify better pay 
by still better work. But he touch­ 
ed the most responsive chord of his 
audience in a stirring appeal for 
the Americanization of our citizen­ 
ship and of our schools. “ A govern­ 
ment sufficiently .strong to deserve 
our respect is sufficiently strong to 
deport every undesirable alien.

Nov. 2S.—A "Han 
of Fame for Trees" has been inaug- 
urated by the American Forestry As- 
sociation' for the recognition o[ fa- 
mous trees and the local ion of the 
largest shade tree in iho United 
Staios. 


An elm at Huntington. Indiana, 


long has been regarded as the larg- 
est shade tree In the country. This 
claim of course excludes the Red- 
woods of California. Now comes Du- 
inont Kennedy of Cniwfordsvllle, In- 
diana, with a picture of a tree on 
his property a-nd the suggestion that 
it is larger than the tree at Hunt- 
inglon. This tree has a spread of 
HO feet while the Huntinglon Elm 
has a spread of only-, 75 feet. A tree 
at Framingharn, Mass., also makes 
claim to 'being the largest. 


Charles Lathrop Pack, president 


of the American Forestry Associa- 
tion, says:

"Wo want a complete list of fa- 


mous trees now. There Is tho Liber- 
ty Tree on the campus of St. John's 
College at Annapolis unflar which a 
treaty -with the Indians was sign- 
ed in 1652. The experts tell us this 
tree la close to 800 years old. We 
all know of the William Penn Treaty 
Tree beneath which Washington took 
command of the continental army. 
At Oberlin, 0., is the elm on the 
corner of 'the campus under which 
was tho first log house In which Ob- 
ei-lin College WOK founded. The Am- 
erican Forestry Association has list- 
ed .many famous trees but it wanta 
the list complete.
